corporations, whose securities these bank- 
ers have handled for years. 


Main Features of Report. 

Here are the principal reform recommen. 
dations which thé, committee will consider 
tomerrom.and the meet of which they. pra ‘ 
ably will adopt: 

Prohibition of any national bank from join- 
ing @ clearing house aagsociation unless it is 
incorporated, holds its membership open to 
every solvent bank, and confines its funcs- 
tions to the clearing of checks for banks in 
the agsociation. 

Prohibition against the same individuals 
sitting on the boards of potentially compet- 
ing financial inatitutions and a limitation 
upon the size of the boards of directors of 
national hanks. 

Application of the cumulative system of 
stock voting te the election of direetera of 
national banks and interstate carporations, 
the purpose being to give minority stock- 
holders the legal right of representation on 
tue governing boards. 

Prohibition against officers and directors 
of national banks participating in under- 
writing syndicates and accepting bonuses in 
the making of loans to the bank's eustomers. 

Prohibition against officers and directors 
borrowing money from their own banks, 

Full publicity of assets and stockholders 
of national! banks. 


Would Guard Bank Loans. 

One of the most interesting recommenda- 
tions the committee has under econeideration 
contemplates a limitation upon the amount 
of money a national bank shall be permitted 
te lean on stock eschange collateral, the 
limitation to be in broportion te the bank's 
assets. 

While the investigating committee ie not 
yet definitely committed to any propositions, 
the chances are that Samuel Untermyer's 
radical views on many of these subjects will 
prevail, The committee has been largely un- 
der his contro! sinee the investigation began. 

The report of the committee, however, will 
be only the first step. It is already apparent 
there ig apposition even among the Demo- 
erats of the house te the money trust agita- 
tion, and the making of the committee re- 
port will merely mark the beginning of a 
long fight in the course of which many eof 
the committee's recommendations probably 
will fall by the wayede.

REFUSED VINW OF BODIES, 

Soon afterward, aceompanied by her 
brother, José Peres, and Mercedes Madero, 
@ sister of Francieco, Sefiora Madero drove 
te the penitentiary, but was refused per- 
mission to see the body of her husband. 

Gefiora Suarez also waa denied admittance 
to the mortuary, where physicians, in ac- 
cordance with the law, were performing an 
autopsy, 

In contrast to the widow, whose grief was 
of a pitiably allent character, expressed in 
sobs, Mercedee Madere, @ beautiful young 
women, edueated in Paris, whe hag been a 
brilliant leader of society since the revelutien 
of 1910, wae dry eyed and tigerish in her eme- 
tiens.

Texas, Arizona, 
and New Mexico have been demanding ac- 
tion to assure peace in their territory, and 
their representatives in congress have been 
urging the administration to take summary 
steps to end the Mexican trouble. 

If this administration desired to inter- 
vene, there is not the slightest question that 
grounds for suchia step exist as solid as those 
which inspired President McKinley to adopt 
the policy that led to the war with Spain. 

In the case of McKinley, however, he was 
supported by an almost unanimous public 
sentiment, while in the Mexican situation 
there is indisposition on the part of the 
American people to embark on @ long and 
costly foreign adventure.

Not only were these nations tributary, but 
China still possessed military power. The 
decline of military virtue with the conse- 
quent inability to resist foreign aggression 
of any kind seems to have reached its low- 
est ebb about the time the viene 
became really aggressive. 

As these foreigners possessed to a high de- 
gree the military virtues which the Manchus 
and Chinese had lost, and also superior arma- 
ment, the humiliation of the Chinese was in- 
evitable. 

In addition to-bombarding the coast towns 
these foreigners in 1860 attacked Peking and 
looted and burned the summer palace. 

The war with France in Tonkin, with its 
fresh humiliations, finally convinced the gov- 
ernment of the necessity for foreign arms 
and drill. The spirit necessary was lacking, 
however, so that the war with the Japanese, 
whom all good Chinamen despised as in- 
’ feriors, only added a fresh chapter to the 
humiliations already endured. 

This last war showed many of the educated 
O©hinese that the white man’s superiority was 
mot due to any inherent qualities not pos- 
gessed by orientals, but to the discipline and 
training to which he subjected himself, and 
that orientals undergoing the same course 
of instruction were probably as capable. 
However, the truth of the lesson, the need 
for modernizing China, did not reach many. 


Seeks Spheres of Influence. 

Following the wear came the meximum 
period of foreign aggression, when all the 
nations, with the exception of the United 
States, were establishing spheres of in- 
fluence for themseives. 

The Chinese who had been educated abroad 
or in foreign schools could see plainly that 
as long as China persisted in sticking to an 
outworn system of government and civi- 
lization so long would the world continue to 
witness the spectacleof a nation of 400,000,U0U00 
of strong.energetic and courageous people the 
helpless plaything of the foreign powers. 

These men started a party looking to the 
modernization of China. The young {mperor 
Kwang Hsu was keenly conscious of China's 
humiliation. On the advice of his tutor the 
emperor received the noted Cantonese agi- 
tator Kang Yu-Wei in audience. Convinced 
by him, the emperor etarted to reform China. 
However, the Empress Dowager Tzu Hai 
took a different view of the matter. 


Dowager Shows Iron Hand. 
Being thoroughly in sympathy with Chi- 


nese conservatism, she had no intention of : 


permitting any change in the Chinese sys- 
tem of government. By a coup d'état in 1898 
she seized the ‘power, at once revoked the 
reform edicts issued by the emperor, and 
inaugurated e reactionary policy. 

The mass of the people, too ignorant to go 
Geeply into macters, knew only that economic 
conditions were far from being what they 
should be; that the government was too weak 
to maintain order; that the government was 
mnable to protect them from the exasperat- 
ing humiliations continually inflicted by the 
foreigner. In addition they remembered 
what they frequently forgot when matters 
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The enmity to the. 
due to the fact that he failed to destroy these 


Boxers, and so convinced them that the 
Boxers and Manchu were working for the 
same end; that this could better be ac- 
duinetahio’ by the Boxers helping the Man- 
chus rather than by endeavoring to expel 
both Manchu and. foreigner. The Boxers ac- 
cordingly united with the Manchus. 


‘Would War if Necessary. 

The attitude of the court ie shown by a 
proclamation issued by the empress dowagea 
In this she states: | 

“The various powers cast upon us looks of 
tigerlike voracity, hustling each other in 
their endeavors to be the first to seize upon 
our inmost territory. They think that China, 
having neither money nor troops, would 
never venture to gq to war with them. They 
fail to understand, however, that there are 
gome things which this empire can never 
consent to, and that if hard pressed we have 
no alternative but to rely upon the justice of 
our cause, the knowledge of which in our 
breaets strengthens our resolve and steels us 
to present a united front against our ag 
gressors.”’ 

Thus it came about that the allied troops 
in their.march on Peking found themselves 
opposed not by a ragged mob but by Chinese 
imperial troops. 

The complete failure of this reactionary 
movement convinced even the empress dow- 
ager that the foreigner and his waye could 
not be resisted. She was too old, though, to 
really change, so, while from necesgity she 
iesued edicts commanding reforms, the spirit 
necessary really to bring it about was lack- 
ing. However, she did finally; in 1005, pro- 
claim that constitutional government would 
be granted. 


Constitution Like Japan’s. 

The program of constitutional reform is- 
sued in August, 1908, provided for a consti- 
tution very similar to that of Japan. In other 
words, while nominally granting the pedple 
represented by a parilament control of the 
government, it in reality left such power in 
the hands of the throne that the throne would 
remain practically absolute. 

A period of nine years’ preparation was 
provided for. 

The first year’s program provided among 
other things for the organization of provin- 
cial assemblies. The organization of these 
assemblies, followed later by that of a na- 
tional assembly, was a long step in advance. 
While their powers were exceedingly limited, 
these assemblies gave the people a mouth- 
piece for their grievances, tended to unite 
them, and gave them some practice in par- 
liamentary procedure. 

The failure of the Boxer outbreak and the 
successful conclusion by the Japanese of 
their war with Russia had two far-reaching 
results. They convinced practically all the 
upper and middle clase Chinese that the only 
way to resist the foreigner was to adopt 
his methods, and that the anti-militarism 
which had prevailed so long throughout 
China would have to go. 


Peace in Far Distance. 
In spite of the apparent willingness of the 
throne to yield to the growing demand for 
constitutional government, manifested con- 
tinually by new concessions, each day saw 
the prospect of a peaceful settlement of the 
difficulties farther off. 

The educated reformers wanted something 
quicker than ea nine years’ reformation; they 
took no stock in a Japanese sham constitu- 
tion, but wanted a real one, and they saw how 
each day Chine delayed a real reformation 
it stood more and more in danger of partition 


by ‘the various powers only too eager for 


claimed were still exacted by the Manchus. 
The province of Kwantung, the richest in 
the empire, was stil! more heavily taxed. 
Because it had been the home of so many re- 
form movements it was still harshly treated. 

Coupled with all this wes the hopeless 
confusion of the financial situation with the 
white capitalist only too ready to take ad- 
vantage of it in a way which to the Chinese 
mind inevitably meant the claiming of spe- 
cial privileges, followed by intervention to 
enforce the continued granting’ of those 
privileges. 


Revolution Makes Big Headjway. 

When the revolution broke out in October, 
1911, in Wuchang, with such discontent prev- 
alent through the country, it naturally rap- 
idly apread, until by the middie of Novem- 
ber nearly thirty of the most important 
cities of the empire had been captured by or 
gone over to the revolutionists. 

The first successes led the prince regent to 
turn to Yuan Shi Kal for help. On the death 
of the empress cowager, followed almost 
immediately by that of the Emperor Kwang 
Hsu, the widow of the emperor became em- 
press dowager and the brother of the em- 
peror, Prince Chun, became prince regent. 
Kwang Hsu had always considered Yuan 
Shi Kai a traitor for the part he had played 
in the coup @’état of 1898. 

As a punishment for this the new empress 
dowager. ant) the prince regent practically 
degraded Yuan ané ordered him to his home. 


Turn to Yuan fof Help. 
In the extremity which the outbreak of 


the revolution placed them they were com-. 


pelled to call on him as the only man who 


had sufficient influence with all parties to be: 


able to bring about any kind of a settlement. 

At first he refused, but finally yielded on 
being given virtually absolute authority. 
His first act was to come to an agreement 
with the national assembly and to bring 
about the resignation of the prince regent. 

About the same time a remarkable edict 
was iesued in the name of the boy emperor. 
It can be called nothing lees than an abject 
confession of the sins of the Manchu dynasty. 
Following this Yuan started negotiations 
with the reformers. On the third of Novem- 
ber a constitution modeled after the British 
one was offered. 

On the thirteenth of November Dr. Wu 
Ting Fang, minister of foreign affairs for the 
reform party and late Chinese minister to the 
United States, called upon the emperor to ab- 
dicate in favor ofa republic. Finally it was 
‘agreed to hold a conference !n Shanghai. 
Wu Ting Fang represented the revolution- 
ists, Tang Shao Y! the imperialists. The im- 
perialists insisted on a constitutional mon- 
erchy, the revolutioniste on abdication and 
the formation of a republic. As neither side 
would yield, the conferente was a fallure. 


Blect Dr. Sun Yat Sen. 
However, the existing armistice was ex- 
tended. By the end of December the Im- 
perialists had decided to leave the question 


of the form of the future government to a * 


national conference, while the revolutionists 
had élected Dr. Sun Yat Sen president of 
the provisional republic. He was install 
Jan. 1, 1912, and in his oath of office swore 
“to overthrow the absolute oligarchic form 
of the Manchu government, to consolidate 
the republic of China, and to plan and beget 
blessings for the people. .. .”

All Powers Shoula Take Hand. 


At this time matters were considerably 
eased by the action of the American govern- 
ment In sending a note to that of Germany 
stating that should intervention be neces- 
sary it should be undertaken by all the pow- 
ers acting together, as they had done in 1900 
at the time of the Boxer outbreak. 

Following this the abdication soon took 
place. It was provided for in three edicts 
issued Feb. 12, 1912. The first of these stated 
that the abdication took place to prevent 
further disturbances, the majority of the 
people being In favor of a republican form 
of government, 

The second edict provided that the im- 
perial house should retain its titles, beshown 


i by the republic that amount of honor which 
) it would show a foreign ruler, and that the 


emperor was to receive an allowance of 
$4,000,000. 
The third edict provided for the adminis- 


tration of the country for the time being. 


Yuan Takes Up Presidency. 

Boon after came the reaignation of Dr. Sun, 
in which he begged his colleagues for the 
sake of the union of the country to elect 
Yuan-Shi-Kai in his place. This was done by 
the unanimous vote of the Nanking dele- 
gates, representing seventeen of the Chinese 
provinces. 

Followtng this there came a dispute about 
Yuan's failure to leave the north to come to 
Nanking. Again there seemed to be a chance 
of trouble between the north and 
south. At this time a portion of Yuan's 
troops in the north suddenly revolted. That 
Japanese agents were responsible for this 
there can be little daubt. 

This outbreak gave Japan an excuse for 
bending additional troops to China. Kt im- 
mediately took ativantage of it Oy increasing 
the garrison of Manchuria and* thos of 
Tientein and Peking. 

However, the republicane yleMed their 
point and peace was again restored.

Pending the formation of a permanent gov- 
ernment China has a president, ea vice presi- 
dent, and a cabinet.

The Chinese-Japanese war taught some, 
the Boxer outbreak more, and the Russo- 
Japanese war most that a strong, well 
armed, properly led and disciplined army is 
necessary if a nation wishes to preserve its 
integrity andi its self-respect. 

Robbed of Mongolia, Manchuria, and Ti- 
bet, denied access to white men’s countries, 
the over population and consequent over- 
crowding, with its attendant economic dis 
tress, furgishes the most serious problem 
that China has to face. 


Middle Class Ignored. 

Coupled with this is the fact that in estab- 
lishing a republic the great middle class in 
China has done what their prototypes in 
France did at the time of the first revolu- 
tion. — 

They have not given the lower class their 
share in the government. This lower class 
is the first to feel and suffer from bad eco- 
nomic conditions, This eltuation might lead 
to another reign of terror and if not that 
will surely lead, unless provided for, to such 
disturbances that excuse will be given for 
intervention on the part of interested powers. 

One of the surest ways to bring about this 

much to be dreaded distress is for the powers

In this eagerly humanitarian age, when 
we are learning so much about the suffer- 
ings which the inhumanity of man or the 
soulless violence of nature work upon our 
fellow man “from China to Peru,” it is 
something of a relief to know that some of 
us are not as miserable as we had imagined.

The salvation of 
the race lies not in going back to the primi- 
tive machineless age but in putting invention 
and machinery to work for the benefit of the 
race instead of for the greed of the few. 


A SAD DAUGHTER OF HEAVEN. 

“Of the life of the Empress Lung Yu 
nothing is known.” 

This dead Manchu empress séems the 
most pathetic royal figure woven into the 
tapestry of time since the stricken Marie 
Antoinette. She came from behind the 
shadow of the shrewd, cruel, mad dowager, 
Tsz’e Hsi, to struggle with the prince regent 
for control of the savage infant, Pu-Yi, and 
to see the wisdom of her unhappy husband, 
the Emperor Kwang-su, proved in the fate 


To succeed T'sz’e Hsi was scarcely less 
tragic than to live under her. Death was 
“ominously brief and mysterious” in the 
palaces. The emperor, T’ung-chi, went thus, 
and his widow, and with her the hope of a 
son. Tsz’e Hsi was this emperor's mother, 
and possibly the mystery could have been 
explained by Tsz’e An, the rival dowager 
and co-regent, but it does not follow that it 
might not have been better disclosed by 
Tsz’e Hai herself, to whom maternity was 
not a political deterrent. 

Tsz’e An also was carried off suddenly, 
end eight years later Tsz’e H'si, completely 
in control, brought about the marriage of 
the young emperor, Kwang-su, to Lung Yu. 
If ever a royal pair went aimlessly into the 
webs of palace intrigue, those two were the 
hapless Kwang-su and Lung Yu.. 

Kwang-eu was the hope of the Manchu 
dynasty. The vermilion pencil in his hands 
signed edicts which would have saved the 
throne, but the crafty, cruel old dowager, by 
a coup d’état, imprisoned him and provoked 
the terrors of the Boxer uprising. The exe- 
cution of reformers and the massacre of 
foreigners were the only results which the’ 
emperor and his consort could see of the 
great reforms proposed. 

Kwang-su was e prisoner in his own pal- 
aces when he died, and then the mysterious 
band which had been laid on emperors and 
empresses took Tsz’e Hsi. From out of the 
shadow of this dowager came Lung Yu, wid- 
owed and childless, from the terrors of the 
Boxer uprising into the terrors of the revolu- |

To back bis conclusions, Mr. Stefansson 
declares that the Eskimos are the most con- 
tented and cheerful he knows, and that no 
white man known to him in this region com- 
plains of anything but the lack of society 
to which he has been accustomed.

Why men have lip cancer more frequently 
than women is just a guess, but the guess is 
that it is because men smoke. Women alse 
smoke at times, but—there’s the difference. 
Women smoke at times—some men smoke 
all the daytime. It is just those smokers 
who constantly irritate their lips with a pipe 
or cigar that get lip cancers.

The surface of a lip cancer soon breaks 
and makes an ulcer. Around this ulcer is a 
hard area. When a man gets a lip ulcer, 
how is he going to knowitisacancer? Pain 
will not tell him, because any ulcer of the lip 
is painful. Hardness is a fairly good sign, 
but several ulcers on the lip are hard.. The 
glands under his chin will enlarge, but that 
test is not of much service because it is what 
is known as a late sign. Cancer spreads 
alorg the lymph vessels to the lymph glands. 
The lymph glands\that swell when the lips 
are long out of order are those in the neck 
below the chin. 
‘ In cancer of the lip some of the cancer 
cells are easily broken loose by the:muscles 
of the lip, whereupon they are swept along 
the lymphatics to the lymph glands under 
the chin.. Therefore, enlargement comes 
early as those things go. Nevertheless en- 
largement of the lymph glands is a late sign. 
An alert physician should be able to make 
a diagnosis before the sign appears. 
Up to now we have not named any very 
good signs, and there is no sign by which a 
man who has an ulcer on his lip can 
judge finally. A more sensible question is: 
What should make a man suspicious?

INCE Pius X. has thrown open the. 
ranks of his Noble guard to Amer- 

icans of the Roman Catholic creed 

and of unexceptionable record, whose 

applicationto join is indorsed by their 

diocesan, and who are willing to serve the’ 
holy father in a military capacity, without 
pay or allowances, it may be well to explain 

just what the Noble guard really is. 

Unlike the Swiss guard and the Palatine 

guard of the pontiff, it is of relatively mod- 

ern origin. It was institute? on May Ii1, 
1801, by Piue VII., to take the place of the 

so-called Cavaliegieri, who were abolished 
bythe Freneoh republic when ite armies 

péized Rome in 1708. The Cavallegiert had 

been in existence since the reign of Leo X. 

The Noble guard of the pope was designed 

at the time of the creation of the corps to 

serve as his principal bodyguard, and more 

especially to act as his mounted escort when 

he drove through the streete of Rome. Until 

the overthrow of the temporal sovereigniy 

of the papacy fn 1870 it was a mounted corps. 

But since that time its horseg have been done 

away with, and although its members etl! 

wear the breeches, the big jackboots, and 

the spurs of @ cavalryman, there are many 

of them who have never béstridden a horse 

in their life. 


+> 

Their duties nowadays are almost exciu- 
sively ornamental, the actual guarding be- 
ing done by the Swiss guard, which dates 
back as far as the days of Michael Angelo, 
who designed ite queer medieval uniform. 
‘Still, the Noble guard makes a brave show on 
all state occasions, and there are several 
always on duty in the antechambers of the 
holy father, and in attendance upon him 
when he appears at any ceremony, or when 
he takes His daily eiring in the grounds of 
the vatican. 

In its inception was decided to restrict 
the Noble guard exclusively to scions of the 
patrician families of Rome; that ia to say. 
of families whose names figure in the Golden 
Book of Rome, compiled some 300 years ago, 
and which included only those who at that 
‘time could show noble ancestry, extending 
back two or more centuries. But this was 
found impracticable, and during the last two 
decades men have been admitted to the Noble 
guard whose nobility was of recent origin.

Now even this standard hae been found 
difficult to maintain, largely owing to the 
fact that military service in King Victor 
Emmaenuel’s army is obligatory upon every 
Italian citizen, and thet it is impracticable 
to be @ soldier or commissioned officer of 
the pope and of the king at one and the same 
time. That is why the Noble guard is now bes 
ing thrown open to foréigners, instead of be- 
ing restricted ae heretofore to Romans.

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POLITICAL NEWS OF WORLD 
WEAKENS NEWYORK STOCKS. 


Factors, Domestic and Foreign, 
Cause -Depression—Prices at One 
Time Lowest Since September. 


New York, Feb. 23.—The depression of 
the securities market continues to be attrib- 
uted principally to political considerations, 
foreign and domestic. The effect is confined, 
as yet, to money rates and investment de- 
mand, but commerctal and industrial news 
ie constantly and anxiously scrutinized for 
signs of reaction there. Except in the metal
